POLITICS IN THE WAY. 

In the dispute between the Health Department 
and the Joint Council of the Medical Societies 
over the management of the hospitals, we feel 
bound to say that the Joint Council has not only 
the best of it, but the right of it altogether. We 
do not indorse all that the medical men want. 
They are inlined to be greedy in the matter of 
power to force people to take their treatment and 
to subroit to all sorts of inoculation and supervis- 
iom But in this question of divorcing. hospital 
management from politics and giving unfortu- 
nates in the hospitals the benefit of the best med- 
ical skill, they stand for wisdom 
sound public policy. 

The medical societies want the business man- 
agement of the hospitals divorced from tne med- 
ical management. They propose that each hos- 
pital, so far as the medical side is concerned, be 
placed under the direction of a medical staff com- 
posed of skillful physicians. 

It is impossible to see upon what ground the 
officials of the Health Department could oppose 
so excellent a plan as this except that of politics. 
The indifference of the department officials to a 
proposal so clearly designed to benefit the sick 
poor, to improve the scientific management of 
the hospitals, and which is so thoroughly approved 
experience, reflects discredit upon them.

Phillips Offers Measure, Pre- 
pared in Part by George 
D, Reynolds,

JEFFERSON CITY, April 18.-—-When

Secondly, the lobby finding that the 
State Commission idea had found no 
Substantial following among the legis- 
lators, fell back on the proposition 
amending the bill by adding a section to 
Bive ‘the courts absolute jurisdiction 
over the question of fixing rates. This 
amendment is said to havy been drawn 
up by John H, Lucas, general solicitor 
of the Metropolitan Street Railway Co. 
of Kansas Cify, but when the Senate 

Committee met to hear arguments on 
the Cooper bill last night Morton Jour- 

dan, attorney of the North 4merican 

Lo., acted as its sponsor. 

The amendment provided for a 
review as to the reasonableness of the 
rates fixed ‘‘for the service rendered,’ 
and specified that the ‘‘ircuit Court shal] 
try the question “De novo.” The words 
“De novo” are particularly favored by 
the public utilities lobby. Reduced to 
Tay intelligence, they simply mean that 
the court would have power over rates 
of public service corporations ‘‘from the 
beginning,’ thereby conferring on the 
judiciary legislative functions. 

Senator Cooper declared that this 
amendment would jeopardize the whole 
bill, but he was willing to have it in- 
corporated in a separate bill and would 
help to obtain its passage independent 
of the enabling act. 

“That will not do for two reasons,” 
said Mr. Jourdan. First, it is not within 
the Governor's call; second, nobody he- 
lieves that it. can pass this Legisla- 
ture.”’

WASHINGTON, April rm.— William 
Jennings Bryan's declaration in favor 
of the doctrine of initiative and refer- 
endum, following closely upon ad- 
vocacy of Government ownership of 
railroads, has caused Democratic lead- 
ers to sound the sentiment in the East- 
ern states on the question of bringing 
out a candidate in opposition to Mr. 

iryan. 

Judson Harmon of Cincinnati will be 
a candidate in opposition to Mr. Bryan, 
according to information brought here 
from Democratic Ohio. politicians. It 
has been developed that there is an 
overwhelming opposition in the Demo- 
cratic party to the doctrine of initiative 
and referendum, and notwithstanding 
the great popularity of the peerless 
leader, there is likely to be a split in 
the Democratic national convention over 
the platform declarations. There is ev- 
ery indication that Bryan will insist on 
strong declarations in favor of Govern- 
ment ownership of railroads, and of the 
doctrine of initiative and referendum. 

The conservative elements of the par- 
ty will not agree to these propositions, 
according to the information given by 
the Ohio politicians, and, rather than 
declare for propositions which. are re- 
garded as socialistic, there will be 
fignt against the nomination of Bryan 
and in favor of Harmon or Goy. FolK 
of Missouri. 

Harmon Once Attorney-General. 

Bryan, in 18%, after he was nomi- 
nated, announced emphatically that un- 
less a plank declaring in favor of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 should be p'‘aced 
in the platform he would decline the 
nomination. His. wishes were complied 
with and there are now evidences that 
if he is again made the nominee he 
will dictate the platform. This action 
will be resisted and resented.
